changeable balloon tires, clincher, 
for use on 23-inch wheels. These 
imports occurred during the 
first seven months of 1924. 

The present year, the United 
States imported almost no tires 
from France until June and July; 
in these two months 13,101 tires, 
valued at $133,104, were imported. 
It will be noted that the average 
value per tire from France this 
|year is $10.16, as compared to $5.90 
|during 1924. 

While the tire imports were not 
relatively large in 1924 as com- 
pared to the total domestic trade, 
the French competition in the 
31x4.40 clincher balloon was note- 
worthy.

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Compulsory Insurance 


OR some years there has been a more or less well defined 
movement on foot to compel all motor vehicle operators 
to take out liability insurance. Under this plan no one would 
be allowed to operate a car or truck without being covered 
for liability for damage done to another vehicle, person or; 
property, any more than he would be allowed to operate; 
without license plates. This compulsory insurance plan has! 
been held out as a panacea for all our ills. 

In truth it does seem unfair for an irresponsible person 
to operate a motor vehicle. If damage is done the man with- 
out resources cannot be made to pay for the injury he has 
inflicted on another’s person or property. 

But compulsory liability insurance has another side. 

The psychological factor, which we are so prone to forget, 
enters into the situation. For some three years Switzerland 
has had a compulsory insurance law.. While the opera- 
tion of the law has been satisfactory in some ways, 
it has brought a great increase in the number of traffic 
accidents. The effect seems to be to make drivers care- 
less, since they know that they are protected against the 
financial effects of their acts. 

Massachus #.ts has passed a compulsory liability law and 
is now setting about putting it in force. The question is 
under consideration in several other states, notably Cali- 
fornia. It is important that We should have all sides of the 
picture before we rush into any general enactment of com- 
pulsory laws.

Disapprove Publicity 
For Easy Pay Terms 





This is the fifth of a series of reports giving expression of dealers 
in all parts of the country on further extension of time in which auto- 
mobiles may be paid for. 


EW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 26.—Too much stress is placed 

on the deferred payment plan in the advertising sent 
out by factory agencies, in the opinion of Fred Perkins, presi- 
dent of the Capital City Auto Company, Studebaker dis- 
tributors. 

If less emphasis was placed on@ 
this trade feature, he _ believes, 
larger down payments could be 
obtained. He does not think, how- 
ever, that larger first payments 
would, or should, mean fewer 
months for the balance, especially 
on lower-priced cars, pointing out 
that, while purchasers of that 
class could stand a greater original 
outlay, the remaining note; should 
be kept low for their convenience. 
The Capital City Company, which 
handles its own paper, frequently 
allows 18 months on high-priced 
cars. 

New Orleans dealers gencrally 
are opposed to a longer time pay- 
ment period. ‘There is no doubt 
that it would increase sales of 
cars priced at less than $1,500, 
buat it would also increase the 
liabilfty,”’ is the view of George 
W. Stem, president of-the New 
Orleans Chevrolet Sales Com- 
pany. 

Dealers do not want the pay- 
ment period lengthened on used 
cars, but they feel as a whole that 
finance companies should put sec- 
ond hand machines on the same 
basis as new ones for the first in- 
stallment and decrease the amount 
from 40 per cent. to 331-3. On 25 
per cent. of the new car sales here 
used cars are turned in to cover 
the whole of the first down pay- 
ment,

months’ credit should certainly 
be for the present the maximum 
period of extension. 

From interviews it was found 
that for the Montreal market a 
twelve months’ credit was -univer- 
sally allowed, but that a longer 
tenm, if in the interest of sound 
business, could and would be ex- 
tended provided the financial show- 
ing of the purchaser could be sat- 
isfactorily checked and found safe 
to meet payments when they fall 
due. It is admitted by the dealers 
that additional sales could be made 
if the extension were spread over 
fifteen months instead of the pre- 
vailing twelve months, and where 
it was in the interest of business 
to do this that they had,acted ac- 
cordingly, finding especially on the 
lower price cars that sales had 
been quickened by adopting the 
longer period of payments. 

Undoubtedly the extension of 
time for payment for used cars 
would increase sales, but such a 
method of distribution was not al- 
together advisable, for the reason 
it involved the dealing with poorer 
risks and if too much time were 
given might bring about consider 
able loss to the dealer, dealers said. 

On the question of a longer 
time policy, the opinion in Mont- 
real is decidedly not to extend it 
beyond the fifteen months’ per- 
iod. Many of the dealers ex- 
pressed themselves as- favoring. 
the twelve months’ extension as 
being sufficient in the interest of 
sales, but intimated that on oc- 
casions they would exceed this 
limit.

Large Expenditure Is Not Necessary to 
Achieve Effective Results 


ROM all indications, there wiil be more cars 
sold this year as Christmas presents than 
ever before. The movement to induce holiday 
buying of automobiles has been gaining _mo- 
mentum yearly and will be aided this season by 
the prosperity of the country in general and the 
fact that the automotive industry offers superla- 
tive value for the purchaser’s dollar. Then, too, a 
closed car, which can be had now for nearly open 
car price, is more in keeping with the season of 
the year and is more likely to appeal to buyers as 
a Christmas gift than a touring model. 

Accordingly, dealers will be wise to put forth an extra 
effort this year to link the gift suggestion with their 
own business. The investment made is likely to be re- 
turned several times over in sales. 

By laying plans sufficiently in advance, dealers will 
be able to make the most effective use of their outlay 
and will reap the maximum benefit from the: displays 
they get up. In doing this planning, it is helpful to know 
how other dealers in different parts of the country im- 
part this Christmas appeal to their salesrooms. 


Pleasing Effects 

Many achieve pleasing effects with a nominal expen- 
diture—others spend more lavishly to make the utmost 
impression. From the following descriptions of sales- 
room displays built last year dealers can probably find 
one that will help them solve their own problem satis- 
factorily. 

Last year, A. M. Colegrove, manager of the Oakland 
Motor Car Company, Omaha, Neb., depicted in his sales- 
room the living room of a 
typical American home on 
Christmas morning. 


a chimney going skywards. This was not an expensive 
painted “prop.” The fireplace was entirely covered with 
red brick puper purchased at little cost. The fire 
place opening was large enough to show a closed car 
running out of it, with a gigantic tag captioned “for the 
Family” attached to the car body. Three Christmas 
wreaths were hung at each side and center of the fireplace. 
Builds Forest Scene 

At each side of the fireplace were two luxuriously 
upholstered easy chairs—the kind a tired person loves 
to sink into. Near the front end stood a large decorated 
and lighted Christmas tree. Holly wreaths were hung 
at intervals along the plate glass frontage. Mr. Cole- 
grove states that the display “planted” the family gift 
idea on fertile soil. 

The showroom of the Abbott Auto Company, Mount 
Vernon, Washington, was turned into a realistic looking 
cedar forest for a Yuletide scene. The small trees were 
banked all around the sides and rear, and had atmosphere 
in the guise of sprinkled “snow.” ‘An opening was left 
in the forest glade for a popular winter car model to 
pass through—and here the car had been parked with 
studied carelessness. ; 

F. D. Ray, Gardena, Cal., took an altogether different 
gift slant. With the aid of beayer board, which was 
treated to a covering of brick tiled paper, and isinglass 
for the windows, a charming country cottage was repro- 
duced at the rear. Lots of “snow” on the roof, chimney, 
as well as about the grounds, gave a feeling of isolation 
to the house, yet Santa’s arrival in his car proved that 
it was quite accessible to more civilized parts. Santa 
(a wax figure borrowed from a local dry goods store) 
had just left his car, from which he was discarding part 


of his holiday gift cargo in sacks, one of which wag 
evidently intended for the owners of the cottage. 

Jefferies & Meek, Redondo, Cal., concentrated on the 
fireplace setting, a cardboard base with an outer cover~ 
ing of brick tiled paper. It proved an admirable place 
to present motor car accessories as gifts, for these goods, 
in their holiday wrappings, and appropriately tagged, 
were placed on the mantelpiece and about the floor. At 
the other end a car was in evidence, tagged:— 

“For the Family, from Dad.” 

The Beaverhead Motors Company, Dillon, Mont., dis- 
pensed with the strictly Christmas setting and instead 
installed a model farm on a miniature scale. No details 
were skipped in the presentation of this farm, what with 
fences, live stock (toy animals), corrals, barns, outhouses 
and a windmill. Alongside the farm ran a modern high~« 
way, on which were a number of toy cars and trucks, 
Parallel with the roadway the railroad ran, and on this 
was an electrical train which ran around the track. 


Country Home in Window 

The massive exterior of a pretentious English country 
home that looked as though it had been there for cen- 
turies was built into the show window of Braid Brothers, 
Colwyn Bay, Wales. The background was limited in 
scope, so rather than try to cover too much ground, 
Robert Braid concentrated on reproducing the huge 
wooden doors, with large blocks of stone for walls at 
either side. All this was done in a single painted back- 
drop, as will be gleaned from the accompanying picture. 
Standing before the front entrance of the house was a 
limousine, singularly appropriate for the type of home, 
Theatrical snow, largely cotton batting in dabs and irregus
